The Scr«w of Archimedes. 


Archimedes of Syracuse, when he was 


in Egypt, invented a machine for pump- 
ing bilge wnter out of tho holds of ships. 
This instrument was also used in tho 
delta for purposes of irrigation. Diodo- 
rus Siculus twice refers to it (i., 34, 2; 
v., 87, 8). A curious model of such aa 
instrument, probably of the lute Ptole- 
maic period, has boon found in lower 
Egypt. It consists of a terra cotta cyl 
inder with a screw inside it 10 inches 
long and 4J^ inches in diameter. Near 
the center of the outside is a baud with 
irosspieces. These may represent foot- 
bolds and suggest that the machine 
was worked iifter the manner of tho 
treadmill. Such screws were probably 
made of wood. No other example of 
;his screw aoetns to have come to light. 
—American Journal of Archaeology.

the polling place at Phoenix for the 
purpose of witnessing the 
affidavits 


o£ colored men who were rejected as 
voters because of their 
inability to 


comply with the requirements of the 
constitution. My brother took no par 
in the management 
of 
the 
polling 


place, which was in the hands of the 
Democrats. 
He siniyly sat 
on the 


piazza, of Mr. Lake's house and wit- 
nessed the affidavits given him, depos- 
iting these affidavits In a box prepared 
for the purpose. 


"The white man who was killed, Mr 


Bthoridge, was an ejection manager 
at a precinct two milea away. He left 
his own precinct, and with a party of 
men went to Phoenix. He walked up 
•with his party to where ray brother 
was sitting at a table and deliberately 
kicked 
over the table and 
box in 


•which were put the certificates. Then 
he assaulted my brother. 
In a short 


while the Democratic voters who were 
in the same house rushed out and com- 
menced shooting Into the crowd. The 
negroes fled. My brother, who is prob- 
ably dead by now, told me that Eth- 
eridge was killed by shots from his 
own friends. 
My brother did not have 


a weapon on his person." 


Ne~ro«s Uidn't SUoot. 


Tho speaker said ho was at Ab- 


beville, 25 miles away from tbe shoot- 
ing. Hia father, J. R. Toibert, was at 
Verdry, another precinct. 
When the 


elder Tolbert learned of the riot he 
"no started to the scene In his buggy, 
accompanied by a. little 
10-year-old 


nephew. Before he reached the scene 
ho waa met by a mob, which riddled 
tho buggy with bullets and wounded 
him and the little boy a number of 
times. It (s said 
that the boy waa 


killed by the shots. T. P. Tolbert, who 
was first shot by the mob, was aided 
to his home, some distance from the 
scene, and waa pursued by the mob. 
While lying in bed in a dying condi- 
tion the mob attempted to make him 
?!ve the name of the person who had 
killed 
Etheridge. 
He said he could 


not because Etheridge had been killed 
by the Democrats themselves. 


Mr. R. R. Tolbert, on finding his 


father so badly wounded, procured: a 
doctor, who attended to the wounds 
of the senior Tolbert.
